Speculator Wanted in Toronto Ad- 
vocating an Air Line Between 
London and Paris 


Toronto, July 7—The name of a Mr. 
Patriarche, an “American” figures 
prominently in a cable deapatch from 
London and the recolléctions of a num; 
ber of people In this city are awak- 
ened. A report of a luncheon at the 
Savoy hotel credited Lady Abbey, an 
enthusiast on the subject of aviation, 
with the intention of backing an air 
line between London and Paris to the 
extent of fifty thousand pounda. 

When an attempt was made to ob- 
tain from Lady Abbey verifidation of 
this report she admitted’ that she had 
been at the luncheon which was pri- 
vate, and that she had asked Graham 
White, the well known British avi. 
ator, to superintend the construction 
of an aeroplane for her, 

“There was a Mr Patriarche, an 
American,” she continued, “talking 
about this scheme of an air line be- 
tween London and Paris, I belleve. He 
may have taiked a
